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point of rest was 213 feet,” Betts told The News. 
Speed of the auto was not determined, he re¬ 
ported. 

“If it had not been for the fast response of 
the residents who reported the accident and the 
immediate and appropriate action taken by the 
police department and the fire department, the ex¬ 
tent of injuries and even the life of the victim 
could have been much more serious. I credit the 
fast response of the local departments. They did 
all the right things,” Betts said. 

The driver, who hung upside down from seat 
belts, was rescued from drowning in the pool after 
the accident. 

Verna Chilton came awake instantly when she 
heard the crash and automatically dialed the 9-1-1 
number, not realizing that the auto had come to 
rest in the Chilton pool. 

“There are so many accidents and sounds 
coming from Chantry Flats so when I heard the 
sound, 1 thought someone had hit the curb going 
downhill, Verna Chilton said. “By the time 1 got 
downstairs. Bill, my husband, who was still watch¬ 
ing election results on the TV, had started dialing 
the emergency number, also. Bill said, ‘There’s a 
car in our pool.’ 

“By the time 1 gave the police the informa¬ 
tion, 1 could hear the sirens. It was incredible. 
The car was very precariously balanced on the 
decking. If it had slipped ... The coincidences 
of this accident are enormous. The car slipped bet¬ 
ween the telephone pole and a road sign (that 
read “Not a Through Street”) by inches. It hit a 
guide wire while it was in the air, then hit a

day tends to prove that Chevys do fly. At least 
ttie 1986 red Chevrolet coupe driven by William 
Lucus, 22, of Sierra Madre took to the sky for part 
of its trek through lawns in northern Sierra Madre 
at about 12:19 a.m. that morning. The driver vvas 
back to work this week after suffering minor in¬ 
juries even though the auto was totaled. 

The police report, according to Sierra Madre 
Police Chief Bill Betts, reports that the auto struck 
a curb on N. Santa Anita, went through bushes, 
a yard, glanced off trees and a telephone pole, 
entered the street, skidded through and struck the 
opposite curb. This curb was torn out by the im-

perty or promises other than those en¬ 
closed by fencing or structures sufficient 
to cqnfine such dog in the city, unless 
that dog bo restrained by substantial 
chain or leash not exceeding six feet in 
length and is In the charge, care, cus¬ 
tody or control of a competent person.” 

Chief Betts notes that all people who 
walk their dogs can be held responsible 
for the damage or defecation loft by their 
animals. 

It is wise to note that it is irrespon¬ 
sible for pet owners to attempt to bend 
the rules or misuse their privileges. Al¬ 
though most people love animals, those 
who do not own the animals do not ex¬ 
pect to clean up after them.

Suddenly fascinating, as the smoke gra¬ 
dually clears over provisions of the new tax 
law, are a couple of possibilities, according to 
some fiscal pundits: doitblc tax-exempt bonds 
and SPs, or single-premium universal life itt- 
surancc. 

Double tax-frees, which can be bought as 
individual bonds or via mutual bonds, no-load 
or commissiottitble, small lund or huge multi¬ 
billion $ futid, the idea is that the bonds are 
free from both state and federal taxes and, 
of cottrsc, in a fund, you can reinvest earnings 
or take a monthly payout. When ymt sell the 
bonds or the fund, that’s taxable, of cottrsc — 
and even before Congress passed the new lax 
law, they said tliat some industrial-revenue, 
lax-frccs no hmger arc. That means that some 
of the bonds issued, lor example, to lund 
hamburgei stands arc now taxable. 

The SP is a single-premium insurance plan, 
essentially, wherein you get a yield Irom the 
policy that’s not taxable. Generally, it Boats 
according to ctfnctn ratc^’,"roitg1ily, and the 
moncx is somewhat accessible in case you are 
reinvesting ot lakittg yoitr dividettds iti cash.

plexities ttoi foitttd iti moiiey funds. In any 
case, with both these approaehes as with any 
other, cheek it out carefully first.

Tips, Tales S: Tantalizers 

Recently, all those movies that have come 
out — you ktunv, the ones with the “great, 
whiie-lmtiier type” of guy, wearing the 
wotiderfitl carefree type ol Salari clotlhtig — 
have made the word “khaki,” an almost 
sacred word. Yep, that’s right. Khaki. Khaki 
in Hindusiani means dust. 

Actually, there is a real, honest-lo-goodness 
story behind that word. You see, Britain was 
the one to first camouflage their uniforms with 
dust.

Lucus survives near^fatal 
auto crash early Wednesday

For his quick action that probably saved Lucas 
life, Sierra Madre nrefighter, l.t. Neil Conrad, is 
being nominated for tbe Ureal group’s ‘‘Fireman 
of the Year" award given by Fire House Magazine 
annually, and they are also nominating him to the 
California Slate Firemen’s Association for the 
‘‘Honor of Dislinetion.” 

Conrad was the one who got to the scene first 
and immediately stripped and went inside the pool, 
swimming underwater to gel through the “L top. 
After the passenger door was opened he cut the seal 
bell from Lucas’ body and began resuscitation. 

According to Assistant Chiel Tracy, Cunrad 
performed a trapeze pinch to revive the victim and 
immediately the viciim began breathing on his »)wn. 

Tracy and Fire Chief Roger Keith arrived along 
with Firefighter Paul Donaielli who secured the 
car and began pumping the pool so they could 
search for a possible passenger. 

Tracy said they walked the entire area of the 
accident to make sure no one had fallen out ol the 
car in the middle of the foray and to check lor 
fallen electrical lines. 

Fire Marshal Bill Kramer assumed command 

early Wenesday morning. 

Also on hand were Arcadia Paramedics in 
Rescue /l'31 and Arcadia police officers. 

Tom and Sue Lucus told The News that their 
son had been in a near-fatal accident a year ago 
‘‘by five days” in the desert when a sand rail hit 
him while he was riding in an ATC. 

He received a compound leg fracture and Braw- 
ley rescuers were not able to treat him, so he was 
airlifted to Huntington Memorial Hospital. He was 
in the hospital for two more weeks for deep vein 
thrombosis. This spring he developed osleomyliiis 
and had to have surgery which kept him in the 
hospital for two more weeks. 

“We are so fortunate to have Bill with us. It 
was a wonderful (re.scue) team. Thanks go out to 
everyone who helped. It brings tears to my eyes, 
Sue Lucas noted. 

In another twist of fate that earmarks this en¬ 
tire crisis, the doctor who was on call when Bill 
was taken into the emergency room at Methodist 
Ho.spital was Dr. Young, the same lung specialist 
who treated the 22-year-old Sierra Madrean last 
year after he suffered fatly emboli. 

Sue Lucus tells Bill Lucus’ story; “Bill doesn’t 
remember stopping at the signal at Grandview. He 
usually goes right on Santa Anita. He remembers 
nothing. The only thing he remembers is about 
12:10 when he left his friends, and he was really, 
really tired when he drove on to Las Tunas. He 
can’t remember a thing until the ICU at Metho¬ 
dist.” 

The Lucus’ say they are a very close family 
and they have found themselves even closer to their 
church since this near-fatal accident.
